TAIPEI, TAIWAN - Jan. 29 - (Delayed) - 
Nationalist China’s President Chiang Kai-shek is 
convinced that the opportunity for a return of 
Free China to the mainland is rapidly approach­ 
ing- 
In a relaxed press conference at his palatial 
home here today with a group of American 
newspaper editors nearing the end of a global 
study mission, he said that conditions in Com­ 
munist China are becoming ripe for invasion 
from Taiwan, with the island of Quemoy the prob­ 
able jump - off point. 


“It will happen within the next two or three 
years — perhaps a little longer. But it will 


come,” said the generalissimo. He continued: 


“Our people on the mainland are looking more 
and more for our help, they are also looking to 
the U.S. for help, especially in regard to food. 
“There is wide-spread hunger and suffering on 
the mainland. The Chinese people know that the 
Communist hatred for America is preventing 
America from helping them. They are rebelling 
against the Communist masters as a result.’*

Bucks County District Attorney Paul R. Beckert 
challenged the leadership of county Republican Chair­ 
man Frederick E. Ziegler In a strongly worded open 
letter this morning and said he may seek the county 
GOF chairmanship in June. 


At the same time Ziegler came 
under attack from Republicans of 
Bristol Township and Middletown 
Township. 
Beckert’s letter, mailed to Re­ 
publican committeemen and wom­ 
en of the county, laid Ziegler is 
either owned “lock, stock and 
barrel” by Edward B. Boyer, 
chairman of the county commis­ 
sioners, or is a ‘‘gutless individ­ 
ual.” 
“Poor Choice” 
‘‘Either of the above choices is 
a poor choice of leadership,” the 
Republican district attorney wrote. 
Beckert was elected to his sec­ 
ond term in November with a 
majority of nearly 15,000 votes. 
The Republican county executive 
committee supported him in the 
May 16 primary election after first 
endorsing another Levittown atter 
ney, Harold S. Patton. 
Beckert last year prosecuted 
Boyer for extortion and bribery, 
resulting in Boyer’s acquittal. Re­ 
publicans loyal to Boyer opposed 
Beckert’s nomination for a second 
term. 
"Dear Republicans” 
Beckert headed his letter to the 
committee people: "Dear Repub­ 
licans: 
“In my naive way,” he began. 
“I believed that winning the pri­ 
mary election and general elec­ 
tion would have the effect of rid­ 
ding toe Republican party of that 
element that no good Republican 
could stand. I was wrong. 
“This is evident to any person 
who takes the time to read 
the newspapers,” Beckert said 
“What right has Ed Boyer to sit 
with Ziegler and decide any of the 
policies of the Republican party 
in Bucks County or elsewhere?

Bodley Opposed 
Minority Democratic Commis­ 
sioner Adolph A Andrews, who 
opposed action in 1960 and 1961, 
made a motion for it today which 
Boyer seconded. Republican Com­ 
missioner John J. Bodley voted 
against it. 


The Courier-Times in a recent 
series of news reports and editor­ 
ial comment, brought public at­ 
tention and caused local authori­ 
ties to act on blighted residential 
areas in Lower Bucks. 
Boyer, as he did twice before, 
brought the urban renewal pro­ 
posal to the floor at today’s com­ 
mission meeting. He noted that in 
the fall of 1960, the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Industrial Development Corp 
made a study and recommended 
urban renewal for the county. 
Twice since that time Boyer mov­ 
ed for such a program but got 
no support from the other com­ 
missioners.

The generalissimo said that when the time 
comes for return to the mainland, “We will not 
need U.S. manpower. We will do our own fight­ 
ing.” 
He said that during the past three years Na­ 
tionalist China agents have been getting excellent 
cooperation from the people of the mainland. 
Heretofore, the people were afraid to help them 
because of fear of reprisal. 
Subversion is increasing, as is sabotage on a 
wide scale. These are among some of the fac­ 
tors which persuade Kai-shek the Communist 
government is deteriorating by the day. 
President Chiang doesn’t take the off-again-on- 
again split between Red China and Russia too 
seriously. He said: 
“There are personal differences between Mao 
and Khrushchev from time to time. But these 
are strictly personal conflicts. I don’t anticipate 
an open split.” 
* The President also is convinced that ultimately 
Communism must fail in the world. “Any form 
of government that suppresses the rights and the 
freedom of people cannot prevail,” he said. 
As for the question of Red China and the U.N., 
the President shrugged it off: 
“As long as the United States opposes the ad­ 
mission of Red China to the United Nations, 
Red China won’t be admitted.”

President Chiang and his beautiful and charm­ 
ing American - educated wife spent more than 
an hour chatting with the editors. 
He was wearing his famous khaki field uni­ 
form.

Rumanian-born Jaro Megasiuk. 
in his version of the 
familiar 
FeUx Mendelssohn “Concerto For 
Violin and Orchestra, Op. 64, 
kept the audience of an estimated 
400 persons spellbound. The con 
cert was held in the auditorium 
at Woodrow Wilson High School. 
Megasiuk, who now lives and 
teaches in PhUadelphia, is truly 
a great artist. His talents couldn't 
have been better displayed than 
along with the support he got from 
the 100-member orchestra under 
the baton of Henry Kerr Williams 
They too were excellent. 
Beautiful Rendition 
The Mendelssohn work was the 
lighlight of the afternoon concert, 
which also included a beautiful 
rendition by the orchestra of Hec­ 
tor Berlioz’ "Symphonic Fantas- 
tique, Op. 14.” 
It would be difficult to decide 
which work was the best received 
by the audience, since boundless 
applause 
followed 
both 
major 
works. 
Director - conductor Williams 
was superb in his directorial 
chores before the orchestra, but 
noticeably good wielding the ba 
ton in the BerUoz work. 
This symphony, which starts 
out slow and soft. but comes to a 
dramatic, high-pitched finish, was 
the orchestra’s only individual of 
faring. In fact, the Berlioz and the 
Mendelssohn works were both 
king, and therefore Williams felt 
no need to mid other selections to 
the two musicians' genius. 
The first three movements of 
the Berlioz symphony are slower 
and more easily to perform. The 
orchestra under Williams adeptly 
interpreted Diem. The last two 
movements, however, are power 
ful, ami high-strung, and demand 
much of an orchestra in their rn 
terpretation. Every member of the 
orchestra yielded to the musical 
demands, brilliantly bring.ng off 
the work 
This reviewer didn’t care much 
for the first three movements, 
although they had tuneful pas­ 
sages, but found in the last two 
movements all that had 
been 


missing before. “The Procession” 
and “A Witches’ Sabbath’’ were 
fast, beautiful movements. 
Testify to Greatness 
Berlioz’ symphony bears little 
relation to the classic concept of 
form, and it is the last two move­ 
ments which best and most beau­ 
tifully testify to his greatness. A 
19th century composer, only to­ 
day is hi? unorthodox style truly 
appreciated, and he is really in 
a class with Aaron Copland. 
The, other offering yesterday 
was by another 19th century com 
poser of the orthodox school. Viol 
mist Megasiuk, who came to Am 
erica only eight years ago from 
his native Rumania, put as much 
feeling and warmth into the Men

Legal Ruling 


Controversy over whether re­ 
ligion should have any place in 
public s c h o o l instruction has 
spread to include the distribution 
of Bibles in schools. 
The Centennial Joint School Dis­ 
trict has received a complaint 
from the American Civil Liberties 
U n i o n protesting the district 
board’s approval of a request by 
the Gideons, a Christian business­ 
men’s organization, to m a k e 
copies of the New Testament 
available to pupils in the district. 
Bible Reading 
Last week, a three-judge federal 
court ruled that reading of the 
Bible in public schools is uncon­ 
stitutional. The case concerned 
practices at Abington Senior High 
School in Abington Township. 
Dr. Everett A. McDonald, su­ 
perintendent of the Centennial 
Jointure, said that the Gideons 
had asked last November that the 
board allow them to make copies 
of the King James version of the 
New Testament available to pupils 
within the school district. 
“The board approved a proposal 
to place these Bibles on tables at 
the Centennial Elementary School 
in Warminster, the William Davis 
Elementary School in Southamp­ 
ton and the George Shelmire Ele­ 
mentary School in Southampton,” 
McDonald saki. 
"There was to he no attempt 
to direct anyone to take a Bible.” 
McDonald said. “They were only 
to be made available.” 
The proposed distribution has 
been delayed while the board 
awaits a legal interpretation of its 
rights from board solicitor Rich­ 
ardson Blair. 
Blair was authorized to look into 
the matter after a letter of com­ 
plaint was received from Spencer 
Coxe, executive director of the 
Philadelphia office of the ACLU. 
McDonald said that the letter 
“threatened suit.” and the board 
will wait for the solicitor’s re­ 
port before any action is taken. 
Coxe has been quoted as saying 
that the acted on behalf (rf “an 
aggrieved parent who objected on 
religious grounds to this intrusion 
of religion into the p u b l i c 
schools.'’
